Monday last he 
disappeared, and though his absence 
caused some conjecture, no special 
alarm was felt, the accepted theory 
being- that he was indulging in a pro- 
tracted spree. 
His relatives and inti- 


mates were of this belief and urged 
that no particular publicity be given 
his disappearance. To-day however, 
an autivf search was begun, with the 
accidental discovery or! the body as 
stated. 
The remains were brought to 


the city and an inquest >vill be held.

He was 
one of the most popular young men in 
the city, and his integrity has never 
beeu questioned. He leaves a widow.

JACKSON, Miss., April 3.—Great ex-

Not BO Serious a» Reported. 


LONDON, April 3.—The government 


has received , a dispatch from Cape 
Town stating that the situation at 
Buluwayo and Gwelo, in Matabelc'.and 
is not so grave as previous informa- 
tion has represented. Neither Bulu- 
wayo nor Gwelo is in any danger, and 
there is a sufficient supply of arms and 
ammunition at both places to meet an; 
emergency that may arise at present, 
while all of the outlaying1 stations 
have been relieved. 


The Matabele revolt, according to 


advices from Buluwayo, is not con- 
fined to the Matoppo hills, where the 
rebellious Matabeles are concentrated.

A few miles further 
on he changed this horse for another. 


He was finally stopped by a barb-

putated, and at six o'clock he died.
